Johnson, Wood said, reported 
that he didn't know if Chief 
Sullivan knew of the order. 

Sergeant Johnson, according to 
Wood, further related that Jop had 
ordered that Town Crier reporter 
Bob Morris was also barred from 
the station and receiving further 
police information. 

“It seems it is this kind of at- 
titude that is bringing these 
problems before the board," Wood 
‘commented. 

Police, Wood said, objected to a 
story he wrote on a meeting 
between officials, Chief Sullivan, 
Lieutenant Jop and several per- 
sons who complained of police ac- 
tions, ‘They particularly disliked 
the use of the term “shake up” ina 
headline describing Sullivan's

‘The former proposal was killed through 
legislation in the State House, introduced at 
the insistance of two Wilmington 
Selectmen, and passed with the assistance 
of Rep.

The danger is that it might occur again. 

In the new Senatorial District, whether it 
is the incumbent Senator or another, the 
allegiance of the Senator will be with the 
towns and cities in Essex County 
Wilmington will be a lone voice - over there 
somewhere in Middlesex County. 

In the former Senatorial District, with 
Senator Ronald MacKenzie, Wilmington 
could always count on a firm friend. What 
will be the status in the future, if the ques- 
tion should come up again? 

It is a question that could make the peo- 
ple of Wilmington Not Exactly Happy.

Accor- 
ding to Derek R. Little, Acting 
Superintendent of Schools, the 
current teachers’ contract does 
not state the number of classes 
that constitute a a normal work 
day for teachers. The contract 
guarantees only that teachers will 
have a minimum of one (1) un- 
assigned period per day 
Wilmington High School is 
presently operating on a seven (7) 
period day, and plans to go on an 
eight (8) period day for the 1973-74 
school year 

Alan Altman, Wilmington Town 
Counsel, in defending the School 
Committee argued that the M.A. 
brought the matter up solely for 
the purpose of influencing the 
collective bargaining process 


which is currently going on 
between the Wilmington Teachers’ 
Association and the School Com- 
mittee. The condition, in question, 
had existed all year long, and yet 
the unfair labor charges were not 
filed until March of 1973. No 
specific teachers were cited as 
having complained, including the 
four teachers who are teaching the 
fifth class. 

‘The Commission agreed and dis- 
missed the action, It stated that 
even if the Wilmington Teachers’ 
Association did, indeed, have some 
complaint, its appropriate avenue 
for lodging its comeern shconcern 
should have been through an 
already established greivance 
procedure.

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Police Department says 
minibikes must 
be registered 


The Wilmington Police Department is going to do 
some serious checking, in cases of youngsters riding 
on “minibikes”. 

Too many parents think of them as toys, and 
somebody may be killed, the police say. 

Minibikes may be registered as motor vehicles to be 
operated on the road, and the operator must have a 
valid license, and wear protective headgear. These 
bikes must meet the requirements of the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles. 

‘The requirements include: (1) An approved braking 
system capable of stopping within 30 feet from a speed 
of 20 mph. (2) SAE approved tail light, stop light, 
headlamp and plate light. (3) A rear view mirror, 
horn, lock and key, and muffler. (4) Fenders must be 
in place and be adequate to prevent spray from 
wheels, and the hot exhaust sistem components which 
could contact the operator must be suitably caged or 
screened. (5) Be equipped with a device to permit 
front and rear directional signals to flash 
simutaneously when the vehicle is disabled or stopped 
for an emergency. 

If a minibike does not meet the requirements of the 
Massachusetts Registry, they must be registered as a 
recreation vehicle, with the Division of Marine and 

© Reereational Vehielés. | | 

To operate a recreational vehicle, the operator must 
be at least 14 years old. They may be operated by a 
person who is under 14 only if accompanied by a 
parent. 

‘The law says that after age 16% a driver, after stop- 
ping, may cross his minibike on a public was as direct- 
ly as possible, providing that it is safe to do so and he 
yields to all automobile traffic. He may not cross on a 
limited access highway, such as Route 93 or Route 125. 

Both drivers and passengers must wear’ approved 
headgear. 

Recreation minibikes should never be used on 
streets, sidewalks or on any public thoroughfare. They 
may be driven only in supervised areas such'as grass 
or dirt tracks, on special trails. On private property, 
such as a park or forest preserve, permission should 
be obtained from the authority in charge. 

It is expected that there will be 75,000.minibike in- 
juries in 1973, many of which will be fatal. ~

A donor must be in good health to donate blood. Red 
Cross trained Registered Nurses will evaluate all 
donors individually and confidentially to determine 
whether they should donate. 

Nourishment: 
Blood donors should eat a regular well-balanced meal - 
either breakfast, lunch or dinner within four hours 
prior to donation. Do not attempt to donate with an 
empty stomach. Avoid fatty foods such as butter, 
cream, ice cream or eggs. 

Weight 
Both men and women must weigh at least 110 pounds. 


~ Normal rest the night prior to donation. 


Eighteen years up to 66 years. Those 66 years and over 
may donate provided they have a statement from their 
personal physician written within two weeks of date of 
donation. 

Jaundice, Hepatitis and Malaria 
Anyone who has ever had an attack of these diseases 
eannot be accepted as a donor. Donors having had anti- 
malarial drugs must wait three years from the date of 
the last dose of drug. 

Cancer 
Anyone who has had cancer of any kind, other than skin 
cancer, cannot donate. Healed skin cancer may be 


A donor who has had epilepsy or:seizures in any form 
cannot be accepted. 

Infectious Mononucleosis 
A person must wait at least,six months after recovery 
so long as there was no jaundice. 

Heart Disease 
Heart disease of any kind is a permanent deferral. Un- 
complicated Rheumatic Fever does not defer the 
donor. Donors with a resultant heart murmur from 
Rheumatic Fever should bring a note from a physician 
stating it is safe to donate. 

Chronic Sinusitis and Hayfever 
Donor is accepted if symptom free on day of donation 
and off medication for 24 hours. Seven day waiting 
period after desensitization shot. 

Pregnancy 
Donor not accepted during pregnancy or for six months 
thereafter. 

Diabetic 
May donate only if he takes no medication - is con- 
trolled by diet. 

Surgery 
Not accepted as a donor for six months following major 
surgery or serious illness. Serious accidents require an 
adequate waiting period. Any receiving a blood 
transfusion must wait six months before donating. 


shot for allergy requires one week waiting period. 
Smallpox vaccination (or after scab is off) and yellow 
fever shot - requires two week waiting period. Rabies 
shots - requires one year waiting period. 

Ulcers 
Conditions must be evaluated by head nurse since 
many factors are involved. 

Drugs 
In order to evaluate the prospective donors medical 
history, the name of any drugs being taken must be 
known. Antibiotics taken by mouth require a minimum 
of two weeks waiting period except tetracyline for acne 
which requires only 48 hours. Shots of penicillin 
require one month waiting period. 

Frequency of Donations 
Eight weeks must elapse between donations. For the 

- protection of the donor, no more than five donations in 

a twelve month period can be made. 


(Scuba divers and pilots must wait 72 hours after dona- 
tion before resuming such activity. Twelve hour 
waiting period for those climbing ladders or working in 
high places.). 


Any questions as to the acceptability must be evaluated 
and decision made by the head nurse.
